tips of the new wood, need severe pruning to form 
new wood. Prune while dormant, first cutting out 
all dead branches and those growing too thickly; 
then prune lightly where necessary to the proper 
shaping of the plant. 


ROSE BUSHES should be so planted that junction 
of lower branches remains at least two inches below 
the surface. Cut branches back to within three 
inches of the surface and mound the soil up around 
the branches to the top. Keep soil moist at all times 
and after about two weeks the mound may grad- 
ually be removed. This allows the roots a chance 
to become established and prevents the tops from 
withering. 


Fourth—If weather is warm and dry, water thor- 
oughly every six to eight days. Soil should be 
stirred with a hoe, as soon as dry enough to work 
mellow, after each watering. 


Fifth—If trees are dry and shriveled when re- 
ceived, bury in moist soil for five or six days. 


Sixth—Never allow manure to come in contact 
with roots of newly planted trees or shrubs, but if 
put on top of ground after planting it is of benefit 
as a mulch. 


Seventh—Never handle trees in frosty or windy 
weather. Should shipment of nursery stock be sus- 
pected of having been frozen in transit, do not open 
the bale or box but place in basement or other COOL 
place, or bury completely in the soil and allow to 
remain until the frost is drawn out.
